




Death threats 

Terrorized family flees Romulus

His job is done. The masked 
man who has terrorized 
ayoung Romulus family with 
death threats, broken windows 
and fire bombs for the past two 
months, can finally take the 
day off. 

“I am not happy. We were 
run out of our house. I liked my 
home, but we just can’t take it 
anymore,” said an exasper¬ 
ated Janie Herring regarding 
her traumatic experience. She 
said she hopes it is now finally 
over. 

Janie, her husband Glen, and 
their four children, Alisa, 9, 
Rachel, 4, and seven-month-old 
twins, David and Amanda, 
were forced to move this past 


weekend from the brick house 
they rented on Huron River 
Drive in southwest Romulus 
for the past four years. 

“It’s really upsetting to be 
forced out of your home, but we 
don’t want to get in his way. I 
want to erase this memory,” 
she said. 

Since Aug. 19, a husky six- 
foot white male with “perfectly 
straight white teeth,” and 
wearing a ski mask has con¬ 
tacted the family 22 times, 
according to Janie who notified 
police on each occasion. 

“The first time he phoned, he 
said he was at Jojo’s Party 
Store and asked if Glen’s wife 
was there. He said he knew I 
was home alone and was com¬ 
ing to get me,” she said. 

Three days later, he called a 
second time. “Don’t call the 


cops, he said, or there will be a 
boom that would be the end,” 
she quoted the man as saying. 

Four days after that, he 
knocked at the back door. “I 
looked through the window. He 
was on one side of the door and I 
was on the other. He told me, 
he’s been watching me and was 
real close. He laughed and ran 
out the patio door,” she recal¬ 
led him saying. 

Since the harassment began, 
nine windows in the home and 
garage were broke, including 
the large family room picture 
window shattered by a lawn 
statue. 

“Twice he attempted to start 
the house on fire. Two pop bot¬ 
tles filled with gasoline were 
thrown in a crawl space under 
the house and the next day, the 
back yard was fire bombed and 
some bales of hay ignited,” she 
said. 

No family member has been 
injured during any of these in¬ 
cidents. 

Everyone is baffled about 
why anyone wouldterrorize 
this family, according to the 
Romulus police. 

“We can find no motive 
here,” said Lt. Ken Kraus. “I 
can’t tell you the number of 
hours spent on this case. The!re 
seems to be some relationship 
between the parties. There is 
no other activity in the area 
and Mrs. Herring is the only 
person to really have seen him. 
We wiU continue to monitor the 
situation,” he said. 

“Officers told us their hands 
were tied,” said Herring. “We 
wanted more police protection. 
I spoke with the mayor and the 
police chief. They couldn’t do 
anything. Five times they 
brought out tracking dogs. We 
keep hoping they’ll do their job. 
I don’t think they have it 
together. When will they do 


something, when one of us gets 
hurt or killed?” she added. 

The Herrings were former 
residents of Southgate. Glen 
works afternoons at#the Cadil¬ 
lac Plant on Clark Street in De¬ 
troit and he and his family have 
attended Liberty Baptist 
Church in New Boston. “We ha¬ 
ven’t had any major problems 
with anybody before,” he said. 

The owner of the house lives 
in Florida and the landlord 
lives in New Boston. TlTe house 
sits on approximately an acre 
of land behind Jojo’s Party 
Store. 

The pride the Herrings had in 
their rented home is exhibited 
in the meticulous landscaping 
of the outside and the cleanli¬ 
ness of the interior, according 
to visitors of the Herring 
family.. 

Twice the family has hired 
someone with a tracking dog to 
watch the house. They even¬ 
tually purchased a large watch 
dog of their own. 

From Oct.7 to 20, no incidents 
occurred and the Herrings felt 
relieved. 

“That’s when it started up 
again. First, he smashed the 
picture window. Seven days la¬ 
ter, he appeared at the bath¬ 
room window while I was 
washingithe twins. He told me 
either the dogs will go or the 
blonde on bus number seven,” 
said Janie Herring whose 
daughter is blonde and rides 
bus number seven to school 
each morning. 

The children were no longer 
allowed to play outside and the 
family would not leave the 
house vacant at night. Friends 
or relatives have spent the 
night with the family in recent 
weeks, the Herrings said. 

“We’ve been run out of our 
house and I’d like to know 
why,” she concluded.

Arson fires or any other problems related to 
the Halloween season were drastically reduced 
this year, according to Police Chief Charles Wil¬ 
moth. 

“There were only two fires in the city, a 
dumpster fire and a grass fire. Last year, there 
were 17 fires. People in Romulus are to be com¬ 
mended. We found no bad candy and observed 
no other major problems. Wilmoth added that no 
additional curfew was initiated but extra police 


cars patrolled the neighborhoods. 

However, at 1 a.m. on Wednesday morning, 
the day before Devil’s Night a arson fire occur¬ 
red at Fred’s Party Store on Huron River Drive, 
east of 1-275. 

“The State Fire Investigative Committee has 
determined the fire as arson,” said Lieutenant 
Ken Kraus. “The structure was not damaged 
but the stock was totalled. The value of the dam¬ 
age has not yet been estimated and the fire will 
be investigated further. There were no in¬ 
juries.” 
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McAnally calls drug ‘summit’ 


“Everyone in the community with the ability 
to effect some kind of change” has been invited 
by Romulus Mayor Beveryly McAnally to meet 
at the city hall at 9; 30 a. m. Nov. 14 to participate 
in the war against drugs. 

“Of all the perils and disasters that threaten 
our society, the most serious and immediate is 
the presence of illegal drugs,” she said. 

McAnally’s gathering, dubbed the “Mayor’s 
Summit Meeting,” coincides with a day of drug 
awareness initiated by the U.S. Conference of 


Mayors across the nation. 

“We need to take stronger steps to eliminate 
the demand and availability of drugs. The prolif¬ 
eration of drug sales and its use are not only 
addictive to the user but lucrative to the sup¬ 
plier. We as a society are faced with a war that 
must be fought on many fronts. 

“I believe this to be a most important “Sum¬ 
mit Meeting” and that the problem we are 
addressing is the most destructive our society 
faces,” she concluded.

Members of the Romulus 
City Council voted to join 14 
other local communities in the 
North Huron Valley/Rouge 
Valley Wastewater Control 
System or-what has been dub¬ 
bed the “Son of Super Sewer” 
project. 

Only a very spaall portion hi 
the northwest corner of the city 
would be affected, according to 
the council. The area in ques¬ 
tion is bounded by Hannan, Tyl¬ 
er, Cogswell and Van Buren 
roads. 

“Development in this quad¬ 
rant of the city would be cur¬ 
tailed because the present sys¬ 


tem lacks the capacity (for fu¬ 
ture development). Annual 
costs to the city should not ex¬ 
ceed $6,000. Financial agree¬ 
ments will be considered at a 
later date,” said Mayor Bever¬ 
ly McAnally. 

A vote by members of the 
city council was necessary by 
Nov. 1 so that participating 
communities could “take 
advantage of a 55 percent 
federal grant that is available 
for the funding of this project,” 
said David Paul, building de¬ 
partment director. 

Paul noted the construction 
and operation of the north arm 


of the system has been studied 
for years and finally has been 
concluded. 

The $85-million project 
would have serviced 16 com¬ 
munities before Canton 
Township dropped out last 
month. The Romulus share of 
this amount would be $81,000, 
which would be paid over a 
three-year period. The Canton 
share would have been 
$117,000. 

The impact of whether the 
city of Romulus participates 
has a minimal effect on the pro¬ 
ject, the mayor said. The deci¬ 
sion by the Canton Township 


board not to participate “may 
kill the project,” said McA¬ 
nally. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources imposed a ban on 
new public sewer construction 
in Canton last month until the 
township can “solve its sanit¬ 
ary sewer problems.” 

“If Canton withdraws, all de¬ 
velopment to the north would 
be dead. We don’t want to be 
the community that kills the 
project. 

“We want the potential to de¬ 
velop that northwest corner. 
Either way we’re in pretty 
good shape,” McAnally said.

Millage decide 


Less than 30 percent of the 
registered in Romulus were ex¬ 
pected to vote in yesterday’s 
election, according to City 
Clerk Linda Choate. 

Of the 14,000 registered vo¬ 
ters in the city, about 5,000 are 
expected to cast ballots at one 
of the 19 voting precincts in 
nine locations throughout the 
city. Between 500-600 votes 
were cast by absentee ballot, 
“A lot more than usual,” noted 
Choate. 

Voters in the city, county and 
across the state have voted for 
a governor, secretary of state, 
attorney general, representa¬ 
tive in Congress, state senator, 
state representative, a mem¬ 
ber on the boards of the diffe¬ 
rent state universities, several 
judges and state proposals and 
a new Wayne County Execu¬ 
tive. 

On the local scene, residents 
of the city of Romulus have de¬ 
cided the fate of the 1.5 millage 
renewal for the Romulus 
School District. 

Choate stated that although 
the ability of citizens to vote 
has been made easier in recent 
years, voters are steadily de¬ 
creasing in numbers. Nor is 
this the only problem. 

“There’s an increasingly 
alarming problem in addition 
to fewer voters. It’s called vo-

ter drop-off. Many people don’t 
read the ballot until they’re 
into the voting booth. Then they 
can't understand it, they don’t 
really knov^ tlie candidates and 
they don’t vote. Or they can’t 
be bothered. This is becoming a 
concern of the state and the 
county,” she said. 

She is urging all people to 
vote not only for the main 
candidates but also for the non¬ 
partisan judicial and proposal 
side of the ballot. “Our court 
system depends on you,” she 
emphasized. 

Each election costs the same 
amount whether one person 
votes or all 14,000 registered 
voters cast ballots, according 
to Choate. “This election will 
cost anywhere from $10,000- 
12,000 with the county and state 
providing a substantial share. 
The cost to the cit}' of Romulus 
is about $8,000. Of that amount, 
the school district will pay one- 
third,” she said.

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Cecelia Renke 
loved community 


When something needed to 
be done, Cecelia Renke of 
Romulus took it upon herself to 
do it. During the 85 years of her 
productive life, she had few 
idle moments last month. She 
died on Oct 13 

Her contributions to the city 
of Romulus, the community, 
schools and church, are des¬ 
tined to outlive live her, 
according to those who knew 
her. 

At one time she was a mem¬ 
ber of the Romulus Parent 
Teacher Association, Women’s 
Relief Corps, American Red 
Cross Women’s Canteen, 
Romulus Progressive Club, 
Romulus Gregorian Club, 
Romulus Senior Citizens, 
Wayne Senior Citizens, Romu¬ 
lus Historical Society, 4-H 
Club, St. Aloysius Church and a 
30-year member of the Pedro 
Club. 

Although she touched many 
lives with her kindness, char¬ 
ity, warm smile and sharp 
sense of humor, her absence 
will certainly have the greatest 
impact on her husband of 
almost 61 years, Philip Renke, 
their five children, 14 grand¬ 
children and five great¬ 
grandchildren. 

Members of the Romulus 
City Council said in an official 
resolution, “Cecelia Renke will 
be fondly remembered for her 
tireless work on behalf of her 
church and community; a re¬ 
spected and revered citizen.” 

“She was good woman and 
that goes a long way,” empha¬ 
sized her 87 year-old husband, 
Philip. “Everything was spe¬ 
cial about her. I can’t remem¬ 
ber when I met her. I was just 
born knowing her,” he stated. 

“She had a sense of pride and 
loyalty about her community,” 
noted one family member. 

The former Cecelia Schoen- 
rock was born on Jan. 16, 1901, 
in Detroit, but was raised with 
her sister and two brothers on a 
farm in Romulus. 

Renke was growing up in 
Sumpter Township at this time. 
Neither he nor his wife had 
attended high school. They met 
during their teen years and on 
Nov. 21, 1925, they were mar¬ 


ried at St. Stephen’s in New 
Boston. 

“Any difficulty we encoun¬ 
tered between us was settled 
before the end of the day,” he 
added. she was a home¬ 
maker and later, during World 
War II, worked on the line at 
the Willow Run Bomber Plant. 
In 1966, she retired from her 
cashier job at Romulus High 
School after 12 years of service. 

During the 1940s, the couple 
owned and operated Renke 
Bar, now called Five Points

“I let her do what she 
wanted. She had a mind of her 
own and a good one,” Renke 
stated. 

The couple lived a simple 
life. They played cards, saw 
movies and Sunday was their 
day to read the paper, accord¬ 
ing to their children. They 
raised their own children next 
door to the home where Cecelia 
was raised. The family grew 
their most of their own food, 
churned butter and always 
raised cows and pigs. “We 
were pretty much self- 
sufficient,” noted one 
daughter. 

“She loved flowers, garden¬ 
ing and knitting. She shared 
her appreciation with her 
granddaughters who were all 
instructed how to knit and 
crochet, said her daughter. 

During their long marriage 
the Renkes travelled and had 
visited all but two states. Cece¬ 
lia liked to play bingo. 

“She worked hard and play¬ 
ed hard. She enjoyed life. 
We’re all going to miss her. She 
contributed by her presence,” 
her daughters said.

MOTHER IS HARASSED IN 
HOSPITAL - DAUGHTER 
PLEADS HER CASE 
Dear Letter Writer: 

My mother was very sick and 
was in the hospital. For a while, 
it was touch and go. She was tre¬ 
ated so badly by the patient care 
coordinator that I want to write 
a letter to the hospital adminis¬ 
tration. 

Sincerely, JD 
Dear Hospital Board of 
Directors: 

After much thought and soul 
searching, I have decided, as a 
first step toward resolution of 
this matter, to write you a letter. 
I am one of the 12 children of 
ML. On Dec. 12, 1984, my 
mother, ML, was admitted to 
your hospital to receive care for 
asthma and pneumonia. Need¬ 
less to say, my mother was very 
ill and in a life-threatening con¬ 
dition. The entire period of her 
stay was wrought with unfair, 
undue and arbitrary harass¬ 
ment by the nursing staff at the 
hospital, and especially, by 
RF, the patient care coordina¬ 
tor. The specific discrimina¬ 
tion that took place is as fol¬ 
lows : 

RF, without cause, changed 
the normal visiting hours, as 



they related to my mother, in 
some instances to no visitors 
allowed at all and in others to 
greatly shortened hours. This 
action was instituted on RF’s 
part and was an override of the 
doctor’s written orders. In 
short, my mother was allowed, 
but not granted, “normal” 
visiting hours, although she was 
in a private room. When RF was 
in my mother’s room, he was 
rude, inconsiderate and disrup¬ 
tive to my mother, our family 
and other visitors. From day 
one of her visit, my mother be¬ 
gan to develop an increasingly 
depressed mental state as a 
direct result of RF’s uncon¬ 
scionable behavior. At the time 
of her discharge from the hos¬ 
pital, my mother’s emotional 
state was at a low which she 
had never experienced before. 

During the night shift, the 
nursing staff administered my 
mother’s breathing treatments 
irregularly and late. The nurs¬ 
ing staff, in general, were neg¬ 


lectful - they did not answer her 
patient bell timely, refused or 
delayed requests for water, ice, 
etc., and, overall, treated her as 
a bother and not as a patient de¬ 
serving and warranting the 
care they are trained to give. On 
several occasions, when a mem¬ 
ber of my family called to in¬ 
quire about my mother’s condi¬ 
tion, the nurses replied with in¬ 
complete truths. In an attempt 
to reconcile these events, my 
father and I made an appoint¬ 
ment and spoke to the head 
nurse. She was sympathetic 
and assured us that visiting 
hours would be restored. In 
addition, she agreed to honor 
our request that RF be kept 
from entering my mother’s 
room. Despite her seeming de¬ 
sire to help, nothing changed. 

We, of course, related our con¬ 
cerns regarding the above on a 
regular basis to our doctor. As a 
last resort, the doctor indicated 
to us that my mother was not 
healing properly due to the con¬ 
stant emotional upset she was 
experiencing, and, therefore, 
should be transferred to another 
hospital. After discussing this 
with my mother, she decided 
that she would accept a trans¬ 
fer. That evening, I arrived in 


my mother’s room to visit and 
found my mother lying in bed 
crying and my father sitting in a 
chair with a packed suitcase. 
They were both obviously dis¬ 
traught. Subsequently, RF en¬ 
tered the room and caused a 
commotion. An unnecessary 
and upsetting confrontation en¬ 
sued. 

On another occasion, due to 
the tension and dissension pre- 
vailing, my father had a 
Meniere’s attack and needed 
help. My mother was unable to 
get a nurse’s attention by using 
her patient button and had to 
place a telephone call to the 
nurse’s station to secure 
emergency treatment for my 
father. Please accept this letter 
as a formal request to initiate an 
investigation into the behavior 
of RF. It is our opinion, that he 
was derelict in his duties, both 
on a professional and personal 
level, it is our prayer that other 
patients do not ever have to go 
through what our mother has. 

Sincerely, J.D. 
RESOLUTION: At last work, 
approximately February of 
1985, the hospital had sent JD a 
letter of apology. Not satisfied 
with this, JD was going to file a 
complaint with the proper agen¬ 
cy in Lansing.

Gone, 
too, was the tangled, dirty hair, 
the long scarlet nails. 

The room became silent, 
almost embarrassingly silent, 
as she swayed in the door. The 
difference in her appearance 
made everyone gasp. She must 
have found someone to take 
good care of her. She finally 
found someone who cared ab¬ 
out her and what became of 
her. Her attitude was still 
somewhat shy but the shyness 
created an even more appeal¬ 


ing look about her. Her eyes 
gleamed, and she literally flo¬ 
ated across the room to take 
her place among the other stu¬ 
dents. 

You could smell her per¬ 
fume. No longer abrasive and 
strong, the scent drifted 
around her making the gentle¬ 
men weak in the knees.

Shades of reality 


What is the opposite of reality? Non¬ 
reality? Fantasy? It is a hard lesson for most 
to sort out this matter of reality. When we are 
children, we tend to create our own reality, 
and adults think it is cute, no doubt. 

Comes the day, however, when it is time to 
put away childish things. It is no longer cute 
nor appropriate to live in a make-believe 
world in which, “someday I’ll win the lot¬ 
tery,’’ “someday the perfect life mate will 
come into my life,’’ “someday the world will 
discover how wonderful I am and then I’ll 
start to work up to my potential ”. 

Some say that “life is hard. . .and then you 
die.’’ Some say life is “wonderful.” Some say 
Life is what you make it. 

The truth is that life is given to us more or 
less in equal measure, a day at a time, from 
one breath to the next. Those of us who were 
blessed with an American heritage have the 
opportunity to enjoy the most bountiful life 
that mankind has ever known. 

There are realities that we cannot change 
or escape, then there are realities that we can 
and do tailor to our own purpose. 

Spring follows winter, night follows day. 
Such facts are bdyond our ability to control or 
influence. But other realities are more sub¬ 
jective. “The glass is half empty,” “He’s a 
wonderful guy,’’ “You’re wrong, and I’m 
right’’ more than likely are simply our 
reality.

If “our” team is 
victorious over “theirs,” then “we won because 
we have a better team and played a superior 
game.” A somewhat distorted reality, but it is 
our own. 

I am always amazed by the difference in peo¬ 


ple - between those who see reality as being 
problems everywhere versus those who see it 
as an opportunity in every “situation.” 

• I am equally aghast by those who seem to 
miss reality altogether and repeatedly mis¬ 
take the train coming at them through the 
tunnel, as a light at the other end. I guess oup 
reality is to a degree affected by judgment 
and experience, or perhaps by having had the 
experience of doing it wrong and yet sur¬ 
viving. 

What I suggest to you here, good friends, is 
that we first accept those things that we can¬ 
not change, and then endeavor to alter for the 
benefit of ourselves and those we care about 
those things we can control and change. No¬ 
thing really new, or original. 

Yet it is not to be left there. 1 agonize as I 
watch people I have a regard for, who work 
hard at kidding themselves in areas of life too 
serious to kid around with. 

Why would anyone ignore reality by men¬ 
tally standing on the train platform every day 
for a week waiting for a train that he knows is 
not coming? Why do people waste their lives 
failing to choose a direction and set out upon a 
selected course because they believe some¬ 
one else did them wrong, or didn’t give them 
the help they should have or could have. It is 
not enough to have someone else to blame 
your failures on, in the end only you will 
answer for your performance, or the lack of 
it. 

If, as the experts suggest, in our reality we 
filter out those salient points that do not 
match up with our preconceived notions, then 
perhaps we must “fess up” to the fact that we 
have sifted out the bits and pieces of our exist¬ 
ence that might point the finger at the mirror 
instead of out the window. No one likes to 
admit failure, but let’s face it, we all “screw 
things up” some of the time. 

Life is not a winner-take-all proposition. It

Don't tamper with success 


The solution to a problem can be harder to 
obtain when the problem does not exist. 

Council members in the city of Wayne found 
that fact of life out for themselves Monday 
when they tried to develop a policy on city 
hiring procedures, especially for part-time 
help. 

After a citizen in the audience at the council 
meeting alleged discriminatory practices 
within the city hiring and firing system, coun¬ 
cil members set out to solve the “problem 
focusing on the part-time employees in the 
city. 

The citizen pointed to census bureau statis¬ 
tics and data obtained from the city personnel 
department to say that the city was not hiring 
a number of minority employees proportion¬ 
ate to the number of minorities residing with¬ 
in the city boundaries. 

That story only paints half of the picture, 
however, as the city records show a clear his¬ 
tory of equal opportunity employment in all 
city positions. An affirmative-action plan has 
been in place in Wayne for a number of years, 
and discrimination has never legally been an 
issue for the city fathers. 

But, the allegations made by the member of 
the audience are not the points in question 
here. Council members were correct in allow¬ 
ing the resident to make his claim, as they 
were in showing a clear-cut defense of it. 

The council members were also on track 
when they asked this same resident to return to 
the body when he had obtained viable, legal 
evidence of discrimination within the city hir¬ 
ing practices as the citizen’s claims did not 
clearly show all sides of the issue at hand. 

. But a few of the council members missed 


the boat when they asked that a new policy be 
written to include all part-time employees 
hired by the city. Currently, part-time work¬ 
ers are hired by city department heads and 
not by the formal competitive testing proce¬ 
dures used to hire full-time, permanent staf¬ 
fing. 

The city administration told the council that 
no past record of any problem with the city 
part-time help had been recorded. One of the 
city department heads pointed to the very 
short stays by part-timers and told the council 
members that the a formal drawn-out testing 
procedure could be cumbersome, costly and 
time-consuming for all people involved. 

Nevertheless, some council members did 
not listen. One member of the council asked 
the city administration for a detailed report of 
the part-time employees, a report that would 
take city workers time to prepare and city tax¬ 
payers’ money to provide. 

'The administrators in Wayne - and in all 
cities - are there to serve a purpose. If these 
administrators indicate that there is no prob¬ 
lem with a particular issue and past record 
supports that claim, then these administra¬ 
tors should be trusted and their value judg¬ 
ments held in esteem. 

If a problem with the part-time hiring proc¬ 
edures arises from a part-time employee, a 
citizen or anyone else who has a valid claim to 
make, then a review of this policy would be 
appropriate. 

But to haphazardly call for costly reviews 
without any supportive reason to justify those 
moves proves to be only frivolous spending, 
poor time management and clear evidence of 
a lack of faith in your subordinates. 


We will miss two good friends 


The entire area will lose two friends next 
month, friends who have given us the availabil¬ 
ity of the sivler screen for many, many years. 

Those friends are Charles and Martin Shafer, 
owners of the State and Quo Vadis theaters 
which wiU be turned over next month to a 
national theater corporation. The Shafers have 
maintained a long history of patrongage to the 
community, and their name has been approp¬ 
riately associated with the founding of the thea¬ 
ter business in the Wayne-Westland area. This 
founding brought primary notoriety and status 
to the area, an area which was otherwise just a 
beginning community. 

The Shafers have given the area a name, 
entertainment, civic group support and em¬ 
ployment. The Shafers have been foremost in 
promoting the growth of the community, 
many times investing their own time, talents 
and finances to ensure that this growth be¬ 
came a reaUty. 

The Shafers will leave the biggest part of 
their theater business next month, giving way 
to fierce competition in the business in which 
the national conglomerates have all but over¬ 


shadowed the independent entrepreneur. But 
even such a demise of their family namesake 
after almost 50 years in the business hasn’t 
scorched the genuine optimistic spirit of these 
two men nor their feeling of pride in their 
accomplishments as they take the transition 
in stride and move on in their own lives. 

Charles and Martin Shafer - and their pa¬ 
rents, Charles Sr. and Lillian - will be long 
remembered as the czars of the local theater 
business and the influence which brought the 
Detroit city dwellers out west to the suburbs 
of western Wayne County. Their theaters may 
no longer give a hint of local ownership, and 
possibly even the Shafer name will be men¬ 
tioned less frequently. 

But, somehow, some way, what this family 
has contributed to the local area, what they 
have accomplished and what they have 
proven can be done in the business world will 
never truly fade away. No, instead, their 
heritage and memories will remain rooted in 
the foundations of each one of the theaters as 
symbols of a family of great contributors, 
contributors which have played a key role in 
the success of each of our currently-growing 
communities.

cost per capita of any fire de¬ 
partment in this area. Previous 
studies have always recom¬ 
mended adding men - not cut¬ 
ting. 

Each year our run total in¬ 
creases. This year our 18-man 
department will respond to 
approximately 2.900-3,000 fires 
and rescue runs. We have less 
men now than we did 10 years 
ago, when we had half as many 
funs. 

" New equipment does not put 
Dutfires-experienced, capable, 
dedicated firefighters do. We 
‘hre now so shorthanded that a 
two-man response to a fire is not 
unusual. 

A fire must be controlled in its 
earliest stages to minimize the 
dangers to life and property. 
For this reason, initial response 
to a fire is critical. One man 
operating the engine and one 
man fighting the fire and sear¬ 
ching for victims are not adequ¬ 
ate responses. 

The city must not be allowed 
to cut its professional firefight¬ 
ing force to a point of inadequa¬ 
cy. We are almost at that point 
now. Any further cuts will 
severly restrict our ability to 
operate safely and effectively. 

■ The city should also not rely 
as heavily on other cities for 
mutual aid as they have in the 
past. The Garden City, West- 
land and Dearborn Heights fire 
departments have come into In¬ 
kster more than 50 times this 
year to assist us. These cities 
have obligations to their own 
citizens first, and must not be 
counted on to respond whenever 
needed. 

Part-time auxiliary person¬ 
nel who have other jobs should 
not be counted on to provide this 
additional manpower. They do 
not have the dedication and pro¬ 
fessionalism needed to perform 
satisfactorily in a very difficult 
and taxing job. 

The citizens of Inkster need 
and deserve a quality fire de¬ 
partment dedicated to provid¬ 
ing them with the best possible 
protection. This cannot be done 
. by cutting manpower.

ern the administration of the city 
which dictates that the govern¬ 
ment operate in a public and open 
manner and that each citizen has 
an opportunity to be heard on all 
matters relating to the city.

Many of the Michigan mis¬ 
sing children are victims of 
parental kidnapping, taken to 
another part of the state by 
their father or mother, in de¬ 
fiance of a court-ordered cus¬ 
tody agreement. This kind of 
kidnapping has been consi¬ 
dered a misdemeanor and not a 
more serious felony, unless the 
child was taken out of state. We 
now have a law that makes any 
parental kidnapping in Michi¬ 
gan a felony, making it easier 
for .law enforcement agencies 
^ locate and return the kidnap- 
|®ed child. However, the new 
Saw also provides an appropri¬ 
ate form of punishment for peo- 
.ple who commit this crime with 
what may be called “good in¬ 
tentions.” 

Divorcing parents usually 
honor the court-ordered settle¬ 
ment. But sometimes a parent 
is desperately dissatisfied, 
and, despite the court judge¬ 
ment, feels that he or she can 
provide a better life for the 
child. So the parent might feel 
driven to kidnapping. Even if 
it’s done out of desperate love, 
a parental kidnapping can be 
just as emotionally damaging 
:to a child as an abduction by a 
Istranger. It can sometimes put 
the child in real danger, and it 
causes great mental anguish to 
the parent who has legal cus¬ 
tody of the child. 

State and federal laws limit 
what enforcement agencies 
can do in misdemeanor cases. 
By making parental kidnap¬ 
ping a felony, the new law 
imakes it easier for police in 
l/Iichigan and other states to 
^rrest the kidnapping parent 
and return the child to the court-1 
oixiered home. 

But the law recognizes the 
frustration that might lead a 



.. 
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parent to kidnap his or her 
child. Since the parent is not 
usually criminally inclined, the 
law permits the court to sus¬ 
pend the convicted parental 
kidnapper’s sentence on the 
first offense. If the convicted 
parent ever attempts to re¬ 
move the child again, the sent¬ 
ence will be reinstated, and he or 
she must serve time in jail. 

Parental kidnapping can 
also cause financial hardship 
to the custodial parent, if they 
have to hire private detectives 
or lawyers. A new Michigan 
law requires that the kidnap¬ 
ping parent must reimburse 
the custodial parent for any 
such expenses. 

Custody disputes must be re¬ 
solved in the court, not on the 
streets. The safety and emo¬ 
tional well being of the child is 
the major consideration, and 
the court makes the decision 
based on careful consideration 
of the suitability of each of the 
contesting parents or guar¬ 
dians. It is never good for a 
child to be illegally removed 
from his or her home by any¬ 
one, even a loving, but mis¬ 
guided parent. The Michigan 
law recognizes the seriousness 
of such a kidnapping by mak¬ 
ing it a felony. The law also rec- 
ognizes the extraordinary 
pressures that might drive a 
law-abiding parent to such a 
desperate extreme and pro¬ 
vides a means of punishment 
that is fair and effective.

Mall scene 


changes with 
local tastes

Mankind may pity the poor soul who 
refused to make his voice heard in the 
general election Tuesday because it 
“wouldn’t make a bit of difference 
anyway.” 

But perhaps the pity shown should be 
directed at mankind itself. For how 
could the American system of education 
fail so miserably to convince this person 
of his worth as a determining factor 
when all around are obvious examples of 
the publics influence over the way society 
eats, sleeps, shops and governs? 

Take, for example, the influence 
Americans have had recently over the 
way they shop. If that apathethic voter 
only realized how the spending habits of 
his fellow man directed the offerings 
which he was given, he might then be 
singing a different tune. 

“It is the public that decides exactly 
what is offered to the consumers and 
what form it is offered in,” said Pat 
Hobar. “From the storefront look all the 
way down to the product it sells, it is the 
shopper who eventually determines ex¬ 
actly what we see in front of us.” 

Hobar is no stranger to the retailing 
business. As public relations director for 
Westland Center - one of the larger re¬ 
tailing centers in the state of Michigan 
and the major shopping attraction in 
western Wayne County - Hobar is in 
charge of promoting and informing the 
public about ongoing events at the 
facility. 

“About 90” stores currently call the 
Westland Center home, and each offers 
a unique attraction to the average shop¬ 
per. But contrary to popular opinion, 
Hobar said each store is continually look¬ 
ing for ways to upgrade popularity with 
the consumer and tries various market¬ 
ing methods to achieve that end. 

The center itself also undergoes a con¬ 
tinual change process. “Westland Cen¬ 
ter first opened in 1965,” Hobar ex¬ 
plained, “and from the very beginning 
we have continued to upgrade its 
appearance. 

“We added the JCPenney wing to the 
center in the early 1970s and four or five

Some merchants prefer ‘going it alone’

To hear Marvin Kahn speak, one 
can sense almost immediately a 
certain unique quality which sets 
him apart from the others. 
Whether it is found in his sharp 
pplitical wit or his keen business 
sense, Kahn exudes a confidence 
rarely found in local entrep¬ 
reneurs today. 

And it is the air Kahn possesses 
which also identifies him as the 
last of a dying breed in urban 
America. For Kahn, for 40 years 
now the owner of Stuart’s, a 
women’s apparel shop in the city 
of Wayne, represents one of the 
few remaining retailers who have 
shunned the lure of relocating 
their businesses in the ever- 
increasing array of shopping 
malls. 

Spurred on by a nationwide 
trend to bring all of a shopper’s 
wants under one roof, developers 
and retailers alike have turned to 


the mall as a means of accom¬ 
plishing that goal. Whether 
through the booming number of 
strip developments - in which 
several stores are joined together 
-or through the growing prolifera¬ 
tion of “super” malls, which can 
house more than 100 retail estab¬ 
lishments, store owners have 
found the mall to be a choice loca¬ 
tion for attracting clientel. 

It is a trend, however, that has 
forced several cities into a state of 
near-panic as they scramble to 
keep carefully-pieced business 
districts together. As retailers 
quietly abandon their old locations 
for the more financially secure 
mall developments, municipal 
officials are often faced with the 
task of resurrecting the heart of 
their city. 

Kahn is one such person who has 
decided to stay. But the decision, 
he will admit, was not an easy one 
to make. 

“If I were much younger, I think 
I would naturally follow the trend 


and locate in a mall in a growing 
area,” said Kahn after a moment 
of reflection. “But I’m not that 
young anymore, and I don’t think 
it would be worth all of that effort 
to move now if I’m not going to be 
around that much longer.” 

Kahn, a former Big Band leader 
who was once under contract to 
MCA Records, opened his 
women’s clothing store in Wayne 
in 1946 after a five-year stint in the 
military diluted his marketibility 
as a performer. 

A lifetime of selling later, 
Kahn’s business continues to gain 
in popularity, even though many 
of Kahn’s potential clients are now 
heading to the shopping malls. 
Kahn quietly admits that he has to 
work harder than ever to keep his 
business profitable. 

“In order for us to survive nowa¬ 
days, we have to emphasize the 
personal service which we give to 
the customer,” he explained. 
“Most mall stores give very little 
personal attention to the client.”

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“You have to always be alert to 
new trends in retailing,” Hobar 
continued. “Each store generally 
has people who know the industry, 
and they respond to changes in pub¬ 
lic attitude by changing their line of 
clothing, the products they offer or 
by even changing the front or in¬ 
terior of the building. 

“They do their own advertising, 
so they know how to adapt to the 
changing market.” 

Karen Hanchett, Hobar’s co¬ 
worker, agreed. “Upgrading at the

City officials, too, are eager to develop 
previously unscathed land within muni¬ 
cipal boundaries; in part, because they 
want to increase the tax base of the city, 
and in part, because they fear their town 
will become little more than an empty 
entrepreneurial sell without one. 

With a relatively small amount of space 
and a little capital, developers today can 
quickly transform a wooded parcel into a 
hub of business activity with perhaps a 
dozen young retailers quietly reaching for 
your pocketbook. It is an impressive, if 
not overpowering sight. 

Combined with the addition of the “su¬ 
per malls” - enormous shopping com¬ 
plexes which can house more than 100 
shops and require vast amounts of land - 
businessmen today have a wide variety of 
places to choose from. 

But at least one development engineer, 
who talked to the press on the condition 
that neither he nor his employer be identi¬ 
fied, has begun to wonder if the search for 
capital gain hasn’t progressed a bit too 
far.

There, stretching for what seems like 
an eternity, the eyeball can view one 
small shopping center after another, each 
neatly packed behind a small parking lot 
and quietly luring passers-by in for a look.

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Romulus resident 
pursues perfection

to American troops or allies in

/ He’s tall, distinguished and 

concerned about his commun¬ 
ity. Romulus can be proud that 
for 30 years, Jason Lovette has 
made the city his home. He 
says the city has been good to 
him but modestly wonders if he 
has been good to it. No contest. 

He has lived and worked 
around the world but choose to 
build a home and raise his 
family on a small parcel of land 
on Bibbins Street in Romulus. 

He has served on the board of 
directors for the following: 
Family and Neighborhood Ser¬ 
vices for 18 years; the Romulus 
Help Center for 14 years; 
Wayne Out-County Area on Ag¬ 
ing for four years. 

He served on the Romulus 
Board of Education for 10 
years, one year as vice- 
president, six years as treasur¬ 
er and two years as president. 
He was the first black person 
ever elected to the board. 

He was a member of the 
Romulus Civic League and 
broke ground for the present 
recreation building. He was 
first appointed in 1978 and then 
elected to the position of presi¬ 
dent of the newly created 
Romulus Economic Develop¬ 
ment Commission which has 
been responsible for much of the 
boom development within the 
city. 

He has been a member of the 
Romulus Tax Review Board 
since 1977 and president since 
1978. He has served as vice- 
president of the Tax Increment 
Financing Authority. He has 
been a Rotary member since 
1968. 

In his local church. Second 
Grace United Methodist, he 
has served on the board of trus¬ 
tees and as chairman. 

Before he brought his wife, 
Ethel, and three children to 


focus on

Romulus, he retired from a dis¬ 
tinguished military career. 

Lovette was born and raised 
on the family farm in Sylvania, 
Ga., the oldest of six children. 

During his twenties, he re¬ 
turned to finish high school. At 
27, he graduated from Georgia 
State College with a degree in 
biology and science. In later 
years, he earned a masters de¬ 
gree in biology from Eastern 
Michigan University and in 
school administration from the 
University of Michigan. 

After 20 years in the military, 
he came home to Romulus and 
for the next 14 years taught 
biology, sponsored the student 
council, chaired the science de¬ 
partment and became the first 
black principal of Ecorse High 
School, all in the Ecorse school 
syst6rn. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 

How old were you when you 
joined the service? 

LOVETTE: I didn’t join. I was 
drafted at the age of 27 in 1941. 
Luckily I had just finished col¬ 
lege. 

ANP: Why did you decide to 
stay? 

J.OVETTE: I had no idea at 
that time. When World War II 
was over, civilian life wasn’t so 
rosy and I wasn’t satisfied. I 
had gotten married while in the 
service. I met Ethel in college 
when we both worked at a sum¬ 
mer resort town in New Jersey. 
I signed up for three more 
years. During that time we had 
the opportunity to live in Paris, 
France, and Munich, Germany. 
Our daughter, Phyllis, was bom 


there. My wife enjoyed life in 
the service and adjusted very 
well. 

ANP: Do you frequently re¬ 
call your years in the military? 

LOVETTE: It’s not a phase in 
your life you want to repeat. It 
was an experience I’m glad to 
have had. 

Obviously, I started out as a 
private. Within two months, I 
was promoted to corporal and 
in two more months to a buck 
sergeant. I retired in 1961 in the 
Army Infantry as a lieutenantt 
colonel. 

During my career I was 
awarded some 15 military de¬ 
corations and awards includ¬ 
ing a Purple Heart and Combat 
Infantryman’s Badge with 
Star. I was awarded the Silver 
Star in 1950 for service in Korea 
when I commanded the last 
troops to be evacuated by sea. 
Under my command, an over¬ 
run of the port was prevented 
until all troops could be evacu¬ 
ated. 

I was the first black officer to 
command a troop of white men 
in Korea and the first black to 
be appointed accountable 
officer for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, responsi¬ 
ble for the issue of all supplies 


NATO. 

My youngest son, Kary, was 
born the day I crossed the inter¬ 
national date line when the 
Army shipped me to Korea. I 
didn’t see him for eight 
months. My oldest son is Jason 
Jr. 

ANP:How did you get in¬ 
volved in community affairs? 

LOVETTE: My family was in¬ 
volved in the community and 
when my wife and I moved to 
Romulus where her aunt lived, 
they were community minded. 

Romulus has been good to 
me. We built a 1,860 square foot 
home here and our children 
attend local schools. 

ANP: Which gubernatorial) 
candidate did you support? 

LOVETTE: Blanchard. When 
Blanchard took office he insti¬ 
tuted policies that put his poli¬ 
tical future on the line. He is 
largely responsible for the eco¬ 
nomic recovery of the state and 
deserves a second chance. 

Lucas is a good man but I’m 
not going to vote for someone 
because he is black, white.

Glenn shuts out Wayne for city title, meets YpsI in regional match-up

Terry Johnson would have 
been proud. 

Last Friday night, a huge 
crowd at Westland John 
Glenn’s Kionka Field paid 
homage to the late former 
Glenn captain and outstanding 
athlete, then the Westlanders 
parlayed a tough defense into a 
17-0 victory over cross-town 
rival, Wayne Memorial. 

Johnson, a former all-around 
athlete at Glenn in the early 
1970’s, died recently of an appa¬ 
rent heart attack at the age of 
26. 

The victory, dedicated to 
Johnson, was Glenn’s eight in 
nine games this year and ex¬ 
tended its monopoly 9 ver the 
City Championship crown for 
the sixth consecutive year. 

The triumph also propelled 


the Rockets into the state Class 
A playoffs for the second con¬ 
secutive year. 

‘Tt was a hard-fought vic¬ 
tory,” said Glenn head coach 
Chuck Gordon, who has taken 
his last two clubs to the play¬ 
offs. “We’re excited to win the 
city title as well as play in the 
post-season playoffs.” 

For the Wayne Zebras, the 
loss dropped their record to 5-4 
on the season and ended a suc¬ 
cessful season for Coach Chuck 
Howton and his squad. 

“They (Glenn) took advan¬ 
tage of our mistakes, and they 
scored. They are a fine team 
and played very well when they 
needed to. We wish them the 
best of luck in the playoffs,” 
Howton concluded. 

Glenn will take on Ypsilanti 
in a Saturday afternoon contest 
in the pre-regional game at

Glenn’s defense was the key 
to victory over their arch-rival. 
The Rockets started the game 
the same way they have played 
all season. Zebra quarterback 
Doug Quartuccio forced his 
first pass into coverage and 
threw out-of-bounds, then tail¬ 
back Daren Tatum was stuffed 
at the line of scrimmage. 
Another incomplete pass 
brought up fourth down and out 


came Steve Warner to punt. 

But, the snap was high and 
sailed over Warner’s head. As 
the entire Glenn line began the 
chase for the loose pigskin, 
Warner picked it up and tried to 
punt it out of the end zone. 

However, Chris Scheffer 
blocked the futile punt and fell 
on the ball for a Rocket touch¬ 
down. 

Tony Svaluto added the 
point-after and Glenn led, 7-0. 

“The touchdown was a 
tremendous emotional lift for 


our team,” Gordon said. 
“Looking back, it was one of 
the key plays of the game.” 

For Wayne, it was a hold 
from which they never reco¬ 
vered. 

“The snap over his head was 
a nightmare come true,” How¬ 
ton said. “It was the first time 
that had happened all year. But 
the adrenalin was flowing. The 
kids didn’t lose their poise or 
composure. We played a great 
second half.” 

Tatum tried to get Wayne 
going but could only pick up 
seven yards. Linebacker Kurt 
Kuban, the Rockets first 
second-generation player, stuf¬ 
fed Tatum on third down and 
forced Wayne to punt. This 
time, lightning did not strike 
twice, and Glenn had to start 
from near midfield. 

But Ken . Jones, starting at 


fullback, surprised Wayne with 
a nine-yard burst up the mid¬ 
dle, then Paul Beasley gar-.

Wayne home fire

•More than $16,000 in property 
damages were the aftermath of 
a house fire Monday afternoon 
on Glover Street in Wayne.

No injuries were 
reported in the incident. 

The home, which was valued 
at $40,000, was burned exten¬ 
sively in the room that the fire 
was started, fire officials said. 
In addition, most of the contents 
and building were damaged by 
smoke and heat.

Ready, willing and ‘able’ 

Local retailer has rentals from A to Z

The year was 1960, and for local entrep¬ 
reneur Bill Titus, it was a lot like reading 
A Tale of Two Cities. 

It was the best of times. It was also the 
worst of times. Or perhaps, in Titus’ case, 
it was the other way around. 

Titus, a plumber by trade, had spent 
most of the 1950s making a comfortable 
living with his set of wrenches and pipes 
and was looking forward to another de¬ 
cade of more of the same. The problem 
was, however, that 1960 rolled around and 
the nation was soon placed in the midst of 
an economic recession, costing Titus his 
livelihood and forcing the venerable 
businessman to shift his focus elsewhere. 

It may have seemed like the worst of 
times for many, but for Titus it was just 
the beginning of what has turned out to be 
a successful career in the rental business. 
By opening the Able Rental Service chain, 
Titus was able to secure a decent income 
while providing a valuable service to peo¬ 
ple in western Wayne County. 

“It was really a fairy story,” he ex¬ 
plained, reflecting back on the decision to 
change careers. “Up to that time I had 
enjoyed a relatively successful career as 
a plumber. 

“But 1960 was a recession year, and the 
building trades were tied directly to the 
economy,” he continued. “So one day I 
just happened to be reading Changing 
Times magazine, and I noticed that there 
was some information on how you could 
obtain a United Rent-All franchise. 

“I was looking for a career opportunity. 
But I couldn’t see what advantage you 
could have from a United Rent-All franch¬ 
ise that I couldn’t have on my own, so I 
decided to start my own company.” 

The rest is history. From modest begin¬ 
nings as a co-owner of the Suburban Rent- 
It Co. in Livonia (with neighbor John 
Giacoboezi), Titus built an empire of five 
separate locations, including one on 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne, just west of

Merriman. The location in Brighton rents 
out a virtual mountain of party supplies 
on a per-occasion basis, while others in 
Livonia and Plymouth stock a well- 
supplied inventory of tools and machin¬ 
ery for the handyman. Larger locations in 
Wayne and Novi supply both. 

So successful has been the business, in 
fact, that Titus now employs the services 
of his two sons, Jeffery and Christopher, 
to help manage the branches. The suc¬ 
cess, however, did not come easy. 

“We have worked hard at it,” Titus 
offered. “We have tried to supply every¬ 
thing that anyone could possibly want, 
and we have branched out into several 
areas because of the laws of supply and 
demand, especially in the last two years.” 

From single pieces of silverware, 
which rent for 15 cents, up to front-end 
loaders and canopy tents, which can cost 
up to $250 per day. Able Rental supplies it 


all. Party planners can even find the likes 
of gazebos, flower carts and dance floors 
at the party rental locations. 

“We like to think that we’ve got it all 
right here,” boasted Titus. “Persons can 
rent as little as they want or as much as 
they want - we don’t care.” 

Those who are planning a celebration 
may want to take take Titus up on the 
generous offer, since all party supplies 
are delivered directly to the home well in 
advance of the big occasion and come 
sanitized and table-ready. 

“We try to make a determined effort to 
please the customer,” explained Titus of 
his marketing strategy. “Whether that 
means having exactly what the consumer 
wants, or whether it means providing the 
necessary service, we try to meet the 
need.” 

His strategy seems to be working very 
well indeed.

It 
appears that secondary issues 
have tried to support advanc¬ 
ing leadership but are failing to 
keep pace. For this session, the 
secondary issues seem to be 
losing strength and may stum¬ 
ble by the end of the week. 

TRENDS: The Fed’s influ¬ 
ence on the world scene is now 
directed, I believe, toward the 
consequences of the removal of 
Sheik Yamani, former oil 
minister of Saudia Arabia and 
de facto leader of OPEC. While 


most people think this will 
move oil prices higher, I be¬ 
lieve oil will actually drop, 
possibly causing serious dis¬ 
locations in world economics. .

CHAPTER XV, ARTICLE 2.1 
MASSAGE PARLOR ORDINANCE 
AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER XV, ARTICLE 2, OF 

THE ROMULUS CODE OF ORDINANCES, CONCERNING THE 
LICENSING OF MASSAGE PARLORS WITHIN THE CITY OF 

ROMULUS. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS THAT CHAPTER XV, 

ARTILE 2 OF THE ROMULUS CODE OF ORDINANCES SHALL 

BE AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and may 
be cited as the “MASSAGE PARLOR LICENSING 
ORDINANCE”. 

Section 2. POLICY: It is hereby declared that the business of oper¬ 
ating massage establishments as defined herein is a 
business affecting the public health, safety and general 
welfare. 

Section 3. DEFINITIONS: For the purpose of the provisions of this 
ordinance, the following words and phrases shall be con¬ 
strued to have the meanings herein set forth, unless it is 
apparent from the context that a different meaning is 
intended. 

APPRENTICE OR STUDENT: Any person who, under 
the guidance of an instructor in a massage school or in a 
massage parlor, is being trained or instructed in the 
theory of practice of massage. 

INSTRUCTOR: Any person who gives lessons or teaches 
the theory method and practice of massage. 
MASSAGE: Any method of pressure on or friction 
agamst, or stroking, kneading, rubbing, tapping, pound¬ 
ing, vibrating, or stimulating of the external soft parts of 
the body with the hands or with the aid of any mechanical 
or electrical apparatus or appliance with or without such 
supplementary aids as rubbing alcohol, liniments, anti¬ 
septics, oils, powder, creams, lotions, ointments or other 
similar preparations commonly used in the practice. 
MASSAGE PARLOR: Any Modeling School, Modeling 
Studio, Baths, Bath houses. Mineral Baths, Sauna Bath, 
Steam Bath, Magnetic Healing Institute, or any room, 
place, establishment, or institution other than a regular¬ 
ly licensed hospital or dispensary. Where nonmedical 
and nonsurgical manipulative exercises are practiced 
upon the body or where treatment of any nature for the 
body by massage is made available, by anyone not a 
physician or surgeon, or of a similarly registered status, 
or where treatment of any nature for the human body is 
given by means of massage, as herein defined, and 
where a massage, alcohol rub, fomentation, bath, phy¬ 
siotherapy, manipulation of the body or similar treat¬ 
ment is given. 

MASSAGE SCHOOL: Any place, establishment or facil- 
ity which instructs students or apprentices in the theory, 
method and practice of massage. 

MASSAGIST: Any person, male or female, who adminis¬ 
ters to another person, for any form or consideration, a 
massage, alcohol rub,fomentation, bath, electric or 
magnetic massage procedure, manipulation of the body 
or other similar procedure. 

PERSON: Any individual, firm, corporation, part¬ 
nership, association or other form of business organiza¬ 
tion or group. 

Section 4. LICENSE REQUIRED: RESPONSIBILITIF.S 

(a) No person shall practice, engage in, instruct, learn 
the theory, method and practice of massage, carry on or 
operate the business of a massagist, or conduct, operate 
and carry on a massage parlor, massage school, or simi¬ 
lar business withing the City without first having appUed 
fbr and obtained a license. Nor shall any person permit 
an apprentice or student to be instructed in the theory, 
method and practice of massage who does not hold a 
current unrevoked license as required by this ordinance. 
No person shall perform a massage for compensation 
without obtaining and maintaining in effect a license as 
required by this ordinance. 

(b) It shall be the responsbility of an owner, operator, 
manager or licensee in charge of or in control of a mas¬ 
sage parlor, massage school or similar business to insure 
that each person employed, engaged or allowed by him in 
said business to be a massagist, instructor, apprentice or 
student to have first obtained a valid license as required 
by this ordinance. Any owner, operator, manager or 
licensee in charge of or in control of a massage parlor, 
massage school or similar business, who employes a 
massagist or instructor, as defined in this ordinance, 
who IS not in possession of a valid license, or allows any 
such person to perform, instruct, operate or practice 
Within a massage, parlor, massage school or similar 

allows an apprentice or student to learn 
the theory, method and practice of massage, who is notin 
possession of a valid license, shall be in violation of this 
ordinance.

hc Act 1982, No. 213 (M.C.L.A. 449.1101 et seq ). 

(g) Written proof (birth certificates or sworn affidavits) 
/uf I applicant is at least eighteen (18) years of age. 

(h) Individual applicant’s height, weight, sex, color of 
eyes and hair. 

(i) One portrait photograph at least two (2) inches by two 
(2) inches and a complete set of the applicants’s finger¬ 


prints, which shall be taken by the Chief of Police of 
Romulus or his agent. 

(j) Business, occupation, or employment of the applicant 
for the three (3) years immediately preceding the date of 
the application. 

(k) A certificate from a medical or osteopathic doctor 
stating that the applicant, has, within thirty (30) days 
immediately prior thereto, been examined and found to 
be free of any contagious or communicable disease. 

(l) The history of an applicant in the operation of a mas¬ 
sage parlor or similar business or occupation, including, 
but not limited to, whether or not such person, in pre¬ 
viously operating in this or another municipality or site 
under license, has had such license revoked or suspended 
and the reason therefore, and the business activity or 
occupation subsequent to such action of suspension or 
revocation. 

(m) All criminal convictions other than traffic violatiorii> 
and the reasons therefore. 

(n) The application shall be signed and sworn to by said 
applicant. 

(o) Such other indentification and information necessary 
to discover the truth of the matters hereinbefore speci¬ 
fied as required to be set forth in the application. 

(p) The following additional information shall be con¬ 
tained in an application for a license to conduct a mas¬ 
sage parlor, massage school or similar business: The 
number of employees and names, addresses and qual¬ 
ifications of all persons, who are intended to give mas¬ 
sages in the proposed business. 

Sections. LICENSE PROCEDURES: 

(a) Any applicant for a license pursuant to these provi¬ 
sions shall present to the City Clerk the application con¬ 
taining the required information.The application shall be 
referred to the Chief of Police who shall have a reason¬ 
able time in which to investigate the application and the 
background of the applicant. Based on such investiga¬ 
tion, the Chief of Police, or his representative, shall ren¬ 
der a recommendation as to the approval or denial of the 
license to the City Clerk. 

(b) The Chief of Police shall recommend denial of an 
application for a Iciense if the character, reputation, 
moral integrity, or physical or mental condition of the 
applicant is found to be harmful to public health, safety, 
morals or general welfare. The Chief of Police’s recom¬ 
mendation shall be based on the appropriate and compe¬ 
tent evidence available to him. In making his determina¬ 
tion, the Chief of Police shall consider: 

1. Penal History: All applicant’s convictions, the reasons 
therefore, and the conduct of the applicant subsequent 
to his or her release. 

2. License and Permit History: The license and permit 
history of the applicant; whether such person in pre¬ 
viously operating in this City or State or in another 
municpality or state under a license or permit has had 
such license or permit revoked or susupended; the 
reasons therefore; and the conduct of the applicant 
subsequent to such action. 

(c) The City’s Building Department, Planning Depart¬ 
ment, Fire Department and the County Health Officer 
shall inspect the premises proposed to be devoted to the 
massage parlor, massage school or similar business and 
shall make within a reasonable time separate recom¬ 
mendations to the City Clerk concerning compliance 
with the requirements of this ordinance and all applic¬ 
able ordinances and statutes. 

(d) The City Clerk, or his or her designee, after receiving 
these recommendations, shall grant a license to the 
establishment if all requirements for a massage parlor, 
massage school or similar business are met, and shall 
issue a license to all persons who have applied to perform 
massage services unless it appears that any person has 
deliberately falsified the application or unless it appears 
that the record of any person reveals a conviction of a 
felony or a crime of moral turpitude. 

(e) Any person denied a license by the City Clerk or his or 
her designee pursuant to these provisions may appeal to 
the City Council in writing, stating reasons why the 
license should be granted. The City Council may grant or 
deny the license after a public hearing, and such decision 
shall be final. 

(f) All licenses issued are non-transferable; provided, 
however, a change of location of a massage parlor or 
similar business may be permitted pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of this ordinance. 

Section?. APPLICATION INVESTIGATION FEE: 

(a) Any person desiring to obtain a license to operate a 
massage parlor, massage school or similar business 
shall make application to the City Clerk, who shall refer 
all such applications ot the Chief of Police for investiga¬ 
tion. An application to obtain a license to operate a mas¬ 
sage parlor, massage school or similar business shall be 
accompanied by an investigation fee in an amount estab¬ 
lished by resolution of the City Council, no part of which 
shall be refundable. 

(b) Each applicant for a license to allow an individual to 
perform massage services shall be accompanied by an 
investigation fee in an amount established by resolution 
of the City Council, no part of which shall be refundable. 

(c) This application fee shall be payable to the City 
Treasurer at the time the application is filed and this fee 
shall be in addition to any other license, permit or fee 
required under this or any other City ordinances. 

Section 8. LICENSE FEE: 

Any person granted a license by the City Clerk or City 
Council to operate a massage parlor, massage school or 
similar business, or to adminster massages, shall pay to 
the City Treasurer an annual fee in an amount as estab¬ 
lished by resolution of the City Council. The license year 
shall be the period from the date of the license issuance to 
December 31st, inclusive. All licenses issued for the 
License year shall expire on the 31st day of December 
unless suspended or revoked. 

Section 9. LICENSE RENEWAL: 

he license to operate a massage parlor, massage school 
or similar business, as well as a massagist’s license, 
shall be renewed at least fifteen (15) days prior to the date 
of expiration. The license shall be renewed if the appli¬ 
cant submits a sworn affidavit that the matters con¬ 
tained in the original application are correct and indi¬ 
cates any changes necessary. In addition to the affidavit, 
a certificate from a medical or osteopathic doctor stating 
that the applicant has, within thirty (30) days immediate¬ 
ly prior thereto, been examined and found to be free of 
any contagious or communicable disease. 

Section 10. DISPLAY OF LICENSE: 

Every person to whom or for which a license shall have 
been granted shall display the license in a conspicuous 
place so that it may be readily seen by persons entering 
the premises where the massage, bath or treatment is 
given. 

Section 11. REVOCATION AND SUSPENSION OF LICENSE 
NOTICE: ^ --- 

(a) Any license issued pursuant to this ordinance may be 
revoked or suspended by the City Council after a hearing 
for good cause shown, or in any case where any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are violated by any licensee, 
or where any licensee has m^de a false statement on an 
application for a license under this ordinance. 

(b) Any license issued to an owner, operator, manager or 
licensee in charge of or in control of a massage parlor, 
massage school or similar business pursuant to this ordi¬ 
nance, may be revoked or suspended by the City Council 
after a hearing for good cause shown, or in any case 
where any employee, massagist, instructor, student or 
apprentice is engaged in any conduct at a licensed mas¬ 


sage parlor, massage school or similar business, which 
violates the provisions of this ordinance or any state law 
which provides for imprisonment, and the owner, oper¬ 
ator, manager or licensee in charge of or in control of a 
massage parlor, massage school or similar business has 
actual or constructive knowledge of such violations or 
should have had actual or contructive knowledge by due 
dilligence. 

(c) Notice of such hearing shall be given in writing and 
served at least ten (10) days prior to the day of the hear¬ 
ing. The notice shall state the grounds of the complaint 
against the holder of the license, or against the business 
carried on by the licensee at the establishment, the 
charges shall be specific and shall state the time and 
place where the hearing shall be held, at which time the 
licensee may present evidence bearing upon the ques¬ 
tion. 

(d) The notice shall be served upon the licensee by de¬ 
livering it to the person or by leaving notice at the place 
of business or residence of the licensee in the custody of a 
person of suitable age and discretion. In the event the 
licensee cannot be found, and the service of the notice 
cannot be made in this manner, a copy of the notice shall 
be mailed, postage fully prepaid, addressed to the licen¬ 
see at his place of business or residence and a copy post¬ 
ed conspicuously on the business premises at least ten 
(10) days prior to the date of the hearing. 

Section 12. NAME OF BUSINESS: 

No person licensed to do business as herein provided 
shall operate under any name or conduct his business 
under any designation not specified in his license. 

Section 13. SALE OR TRANSFER: 

Upon the sale or transfer of any interest in a massage 
parlor, massage school or similar business, the license 
shall be null and void. A new application shall be made by 
any person, firm or entity desiring to own or operate the 
massage parlor, massage school or similar business in 
the manner required by this ordinance, for premises 
previously used as such establishment. 

Section 14. CHANGE OF LOCATION: 

A change of location of any of the aforementioned and 
described premises may be approved by the City Council 
and Planning Director, provided the requirements set 
forth herein as well as all other ordinances and regula¬ 
tions of the City of Romulus and State law are complied 
with and the change of location fee in an amount estab¬ 
lished by resolution of the City Council is paid to the City 
Treasurer. 

Section 15. MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR FACILITIES: 

No license to conduct a massage parlor, massage school 

or similar business shall be issued unless an inspection 
by the City reveals that the establishment complies with 
each of the following minimum requirements: 
la) A recognizable and readable sign shall be posted at 
the main entrance indentifying the establishment as a 
massage parlor or massage school; provided, that all 
such signs shall comply with the sign requirements of the 
City. 

(b) Minimum lighting shall be provided in accordance 
with the City Building and Electrical Codes. 

(c) Minimum ventilation shall be provided in accordance 
with the City Building Code. 

Id) Adequate equipment for disinfecting and sterilizing 
instruments used in performing the acts of massage 
shall be provided. 

(e) Hot and cold running water shall be provided at all 
times. 

If) Closed cabinets shall be provided, which cabinets 
shall be utilized for the storage of clean linens. 

(g) Adequate bathing and toilet facilities shall be pro¬ 
vided for patrons. A minimum of one (1) tub or shower, 
one (1) toilet and one «1) wash basin, shall be provided, 
however, if male and female patrons are to be served 
simultaneously at the establishment, separate bathing, 
separate massage room, or rooms, and separate toilet 
facilities shall be provided for male and female patrons. 

(h) A dressing room containing separate lockers with 
lock for each patron to be served, however, if male and 
female patrons are to be served simultaneously at the 
establishment, separate dressing rooms shall be pro¬ 
vided for male and female patrons, 

(i) All walls, ceiling, floors, pools, showers, bathtubs, hot 
tubs, steam rooms, sauna, and all other physical facili¬ 
ties for the establishment must be in good repair and 
maintained in a clean and sanitary condition. Wet and 
dry heat rooms, steam or vapor rooms, or steam or vapor 
cabinets, shower compartments, and toilet rooms shall 
be thoroughly cleaned each day the business is in opera¬ 
tion. Bathtubs and/or showers shall be thoroughly 
cleaned after each use. 

(j) Clean and sanitary towels and linens shall be provided 
for each patron of the establishment. No common use of 
towels or linens shall be permitted. 

(k) A minimum of one (1) separate wash basin shall be 
firovided in each massage parlor for the use of em¬ 
ployees of any establishment. The basin shall provide 
soap or detergent and hot and cold running water at all 
times and shall be located within or as close as practic¬ 
able to the area devoted to the performing of each mas¬ 
sage services. In addition, there shall be provided at 
each wash basin, sanitary towels placed in permanently 
installed dispensers. 

(l) Reasonable measures shall be used to offer privacy to 
patrons such as partitions, stalls, curtains or similar 
dividers, however, no massage shall be performed in a 
massage parlor or massage school in a private room 
which is completely closed to the view of other persons. 
Failure to comply with the above minimum require¬ 
ments, after the issuance of a license, shall constitute 
good cause for suspension and/or revocation of a license. 

Section 16. GENERAL RULES AND REGUUVTIQNS: 

All licensees shall conform with the following general 
rules and regulations: 

(a) No person who has any visible symptioms of a com¬ 
municable disease, such as a rash, discharge or fever or 
who is complaining of a sore throat, may be attended to 
by any licensee under this ordinance. 

(b) Licensees shall exercise every precaution for the 
safety of patrons. They shall watch for early signs of 
fatigue or weakness and immediately discontinue what¬ 
ever form of service is being given upon the appearance 
of such signs. 

(c) Uniforms or garments completely covering the torso 
shall be worn by all licensees while attending patrons, 
which shall be of washable materials, and shall be kept in 
clean condition. The sleeves shall not reach below the 
elbow. 

(d) The skin of the hands of those attending patrons shall 
be clean and in healthy condition and the nails shall be 
kept short. The hands shall be washed thoroughly before 
giving attention to any patron. 

(e) The performance of a massage, baths and exercise 

shall be restricted to licensed establishments only; giv¬ 
ing of massages, baths and exercise in the patron’s place 
of residence is permitted only upon special application to 
the City Council. ^ 

(f) The genital area of a patron must be covered when in 
the presence of a licensee. Any contact with a patron’s 
genital area is prohibited. 

(g) No owner, operator, manager or licensee in charge of 
or in control of a massage parlor, massage school or 
similar business shall permit training of an apprentice or 
student who has not attained the age of eighteen (18) * 
years. 

(h) It shall be unlawful for any person to falsify his age in

order to obtain training as an apprentice or student in a 
massage parlor, massage school or similar business. 

(i) No apprentice or student shall practice or perform a 
massage unless in the presence and under the supervi¬ 
sion of an instructor. 

Violation of the above rules and regulations shall consti¬ 
tute good cause for the suspension and/or revocation of a 
license. 

Section 17. UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES: 

It shall be unlawful for any person to massage any other 
person, or give or administer any bath or baths, or to give 
any of the other services mentioned in this ordinance for 
illegal purposes, or for monetary gain or profit, have any 
/ contact with a person’s breasts, genital area or buttocks 

in a manner intended to arouse, appeal to or gratify a 
person’s lust, passions or sexual desire. Any violation of 
this provision shall be deemed good cause for the revoca¬ 
tion of the license. 

Section 18. PATRONAGE OF MASSAGE BUSINESS BY MINORS: 

No person licensed as a massagist shall massage or treat 
any person under the age of eighteen (18) upon the 
licensed premised except under written order by a physi¬ 
cian, osteopath or registered physical therapist, such 
order being dated and in the possess of the massagist 
giving the massage or treatment. Provided, if the person 
under the age of eighteen (18) is accompanied by a parent 
or legal guardian during the massage or treatment, this 
provision shall not apply. 

Section 19. ADVERTISING: 

No massage parlor, massage school or similar business 
or licensee under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
place, publish or distribute, or cause to be placed, pub¬ 
lished or distributed, any advertisement, picture or 
statement which is known or through the exercise of 
reasonable care should have been known to be false, 
deceptive or misleading in order to induce any person to 
purchase or utilize any professional massage services. 
Section 10. HOURS OF OPERATION: 

No massage parlor, massage school or similar business 
shall be open to the public for business between the hours 
of 2:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m. 

Section 21. INSPECTIONS: 

(a) Every establishment ostensibly being operated as a 
massage parlor or massage school shall be open for in¬ 
spection by duly authorized representatives of any City 
department concerned with the licensing and supervi¬ 
sion of such establishment during operating hours for the 
purpose of enforcing any of the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance or other ordinance or regulations of the City relat¬ 
ing to the public health, safety and welfare.^ 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to refuse entry to 
the premises in which a massage parlor, massage school 
or similar business is ostensibly being operated, by City 
representatives for the purpose of maldng a lawful in¬ 
spections. 

Section 22. APPLICABILITY OF REGULATIONS TO EXISTING 
BUSINESS: 

This ordinance shall be applicable to all persons and 
businesses described in this ordinance whether the de¬ 
scribed activities were established before or after the 
effective date of this ordinance and including any person 
or persons whose application is presently under consid¬ 
eration or investigation by the City. 

However, those businesses operating prior to the date of 
adoption of this ordinance will have a sixty (60) day grace 
period, from the date of adoption, within which to comply 
with all the conditions and requirements of this ordi¬ 
nance dealing with minimum requirements for facilities. 
The City Clerk may grant one (1) extension for a period of 
not to exceed sixty (60) days for good cause. Good cause, 
as to this subsection, means undue delays beyond the 
control of the exisiting business. 

Section 23. EXEMPTIONS: 

This ordinance shall not apply to: 

(a) Medical doctors, doctors of osteopathic medicine, 
psychiatrists, psychologists and chiropractors who are 
duly licensed to practice their respective professions in 
the state of Michigan. 

(b) Nurses who are registered under the laws of the State 
of Michigan and who administer a massage in the normal 
course of nursing duties. 

(c) Barbers and beauticians who are duly licensed under 
the laws of the State of Michigan and who administer a 
massage in the normal course of their duties. 

Section 24. PENALTIES: 

Any person violating, or neglecting or refusing to comply 
0 i with any of the provisions of this ordinance, shall upon 

' * conviction thereof be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 

and shall be punished by imposition of a fine not to exceed 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for a 
period not exceed ninety (90) days, or by imposition of 
both fine and imprisonment within the discretion of the 
court. Each day that a violation is permitted to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

Section 25. REPEALER, 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to give 
this ordinance full force and effect. 

Section 26. SEVERABILITY:. 

Should any section, subdivision, clause, or phrases of this 
ordinance be declared by the courts to be invalid, the 
same shall not affect the validity of the ordinance as a 
whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so invali¬ 
dated. 

S#^rtion 27. EFFECTIVE DATE: ... 

The provisions of this ordinance are hereby ordered to 
take effect immediately upon publication in the manner 
prescribed by law.

Regular fireplaces should be 
checked every five years, 
Dockery warned. 

Because of a tar-like buildup 
in the chimneys of wood- 
burning stoves or fireplace in¬ 
serts, however, cleaning of 
these items usually involves 
more time and risk. Dockery 
recommended that persons 
who use either should have 
their systems checked and 
cleaned every year.

Autumn weather presents a 
warning sign that winter is fast 
approaching, but it can also 
serve as a useful warning sig¬ 
nal that could save your home 
from needless expense and 
possible catastrophe. 

That’s because the cool, 
crisp weather should serve as a 
sign to get your furnace and 
fireplace in order before the 
snow flies. After all, nobody re¬ 
lishes the thought of having a 
heating system go on the blink 
when the temperature dips to 
zero outside. 

According to U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, 
fall represents one of the most 
important times for consumers 
in terms of getting their heat¬ 
ing systems checked. The re¬ 
latively inexpensive process is 
readily available to most 
homeowners, but is often re¬ 
jected in order to save a few 
dollars. 

Furnace problems often 
manifest themselves during 
the summer, however, when 
the idle heaters have a tenden¬ 
cy to build up deposits. If not 
cleaned by a qualified heating 
contractor, a clogged furnace, 
chimney or flue pipe may re- 


ery, any number of things 
could cause blockages in the 
chimney, including the loosen¬ 
ing of mortar in chimney walls, 
the accumulation of bird nests 
and the buildup of carbon de¬ 
posits. 

‘Tf there is a blockage in the 
shaft and a fire is started 
underneath, the blockage could 
easily catch fire itself, with 
temperatures reaching up¬ 
wards of 3,000 degrees,” said 
Dockery.

Most chimney sweeps today 
use advance cleaning techni¬ 
ques which employ the use of a 
large vacuum cleaner to re¬ 
move sooty deposits with little 
or no mess. Qualified sweeps

suit in dangerous carbon mono¬ 
xide fumes being discharged 
into the home. 

Persons who have been ex¬ 
posed to carbon monoxide 
often show flu-like symptoms, 
including dizziness, fatique, 
headaches, irregular brea¬ 
thing and nausea. Exposure to 
high doses of carbon monoxide 
may even prove fatal. 

Persons who have had their 
home heating systems con¬ 
verted from oil to gas should be 
especially careful about using 
an unchecked furnace, since 
collected soot in the system 
could block the exhaust, caus¬ 
ing a much quicker carbon 
monoxide buildup. 

In addition, those with wood- 
burning stoves or fireplaces 
should have their chimneys 
cleaned on a regular basis to 
avoid the hazard of causing a 
fire in the shaft. According to

Pat Richardson of Westland wins prizes 
for her fancy hors d’oeuvres, but she 
satisfies the indiscriminate palate of her 
family with basic All-American cooking. 

Last year, the Westland Soroptomist 
Club awarded her second place for her 
entry of a crab filled hors d’oeuvre. 

She is most proud of her polish heritage. 
Her parents still live in the same house 
where she was born and raised near 
southwest Detroit. 

Pat was the oldest of four children. 

“When you’re the oldest, somehow you 
become the head cook and bottlewasher 
for the whole group. After I married, most 
family gatherings were at our house and 
naturally I cooked. Polish families seem to 
have dozens of cousins, and someone is al¬ 
ways visiting,’’ she explained. 

She and her husband Charles have two 
children of their own. They lived in Inks¬ 
ter for 28 years and for the past three 
years in Westland. 

“My kids’ friends were always over,’’ 
she explained. 

“We made everything Polish,” she said. 
“Sauerkraut and noodles was the family 
favorite.

Other pierogie mixtures include cheese 
and potatoes.

CRABMEAT ROLLUPS 


6 to 8 ounce crab strips or frozen crab- 
meat, thawed 
' 2 tbis. butter 
1/4 cup sliced green onion 
1 cup chopped mushrooms 
1 cup shredded Monterey Jack cheese 

1 three-ounce package cream cheese, 
softened 

1/3 cup mayonnaise 

2 tbIs. chopped parsley 

, 1/4 pound phyllo pastry sheets 
1/2 cup melted butter 


Drain and cut up crab. Melt butter and 
add onions. Saute one minute and add 
mushrooms and saute one minute longer. 
Combine crab, cheeses, mayo and pars¬ 
ley. Spread two pastry sheets at a time, 
together. (Cover the rest with damp 
towel.) Cut each group of two sheets into 
strips about 2 inches by 10 inches. Brush 
each strip with melted butter. Spoon a 
scant tablespoon fiUing at the end of each 
row and fold over filling into triangles as if 
you were folding a flag. Seal the end with 
butter and place seam down on a lightly- 
greased bai^g sheet. Bake at 350 degrees 
for 30 minutes until crisp and golden. Serve 
warm. Makes about 40. 


FRIED CABBAGE AND NOODLES 
2 tsp. butter 

1/2 medium head of cabbage 
1/4 tbis. heavy black pepper 
1/8 tbis. celery seed

I love it slathered over waffles, 
dripping down the sides of a stack of 
flapjacks. I know people who stir it 
into their tea. What would a good 
barbecue sauce be without it? 

Honey. 

Pure and simple. 

For centuries, honey was the ma¬ 
jor sweetener in the world. In past 
civilizations, honey was offered to 
the gods, used to pay taxes and used 
in special dishes, many of which are 
still enjoyed today. 

Even though they no longer de¬ 
scribe it as “dew distilled from the 
stars and the rainbow,” modern 
cooks stiU have high regard for hon¬ 
ey because of the rich, delicate fla¬ 
vor it adds to cooking and baking. 

Honey is a natural unrefined 
sweetener produced by bees from 
the nectar of flowers. Two simple 
sugars, levulose and dextrose, form 
80 percent of the honey composition. 
Honey contains about 18 percent wa¬ 
ter, and the remainder is made up of 
small quantities of two other sugars, 
maltose and sucrose along with 
vitamins, minerals, organic acids, 
ash and enzymes. 

Two basic simple sugars in honey 
are quickly absorbed by the body, 
making honey an instant source of 
energy. Cane and beet sugars must 
be broken down into simple sugars 
before they can be assimilated. 

Liquid honey is extracted from 
the comb and strained to promote 
clarity. Creamed honey is prepared 
by seeding liquid honey with finely 
granulated honey and storing it 
under controlled situations. Comb 
honey is natural honey sealed in 
wax made by bees in the hive. It is 
usually sold in frames or cut into 
sections. Chunk honey is a mixture 
of ofliqui'd honey, and combed honey 

so sold in a container. 

'me rioral source of the nectar de¬ 
termines the flavor and color of hon¬ 
ey. Several grades of honey are sold 
commercially. They include: 



• Virgin or superfine honey, ex¬ 
tracted from combs by gentle 
heating; 

• Common or yeUow honey, ex¬ 
tracted under greater heat or 
brown honey, extracted by press¬ 
ure under heat. 

Usually, you will see honey sold as 
white, golden, amber or dark. 

The five most common flavors 
are strawberry, wildflower, sunf¬ 
lower, blueberry and buckwheat. 
The best honey money can buy is 
honey made from the nectar of labi¬ 
ate, otherwise known as thyme. 
Another highly-touted honey is that 
derived from rosemary. Usually, one 
will see the name hymethus (Greek 
thyme) or norbonne (French rosem¬ 
ary) at the head of the chart for the 
most costly honey in the world. 

Everyday, users like you and me 
are satisfied with clover honey, but 
if you get the opportunity to sample 
other varieties, you wiU find taste 
sensations as varied as wine. Be¬ 
ware, however, that certain plants 
can impart a flavor to honey which 
is unpleasant. Honey gathered from 
pine or around a pine forest can 
have a resinous taste. If you have 
purchased honey and allowed it to 
store for such a length of time that 
crystallization has formed on top, do 
not despair! Simply place the jar 
with the lid loosened in a pot of slow¬ 
ly simmering water. The heat wiU 
dissolve the crystallized particles 
back into clear, pourable honey. 
This also works great in the micro- 


wave on medium power with the lid 
removed. Honey is great used in 
baked goods, sauces and toppings.
